AUGUST, 1950 


I call this record Logbook of Hunger 
in the Midst of Plenty. For there dwelt 
warmth and comfort just the other side 
of the walls. Yet these unfortunates had 
been thrust by unheeding “humanity” 
into a shelterless hell of terror and slow 
starvation. Since the early days of the 
last war, the well-stocked garbage can, 
that favourite excuse of those who pass 
by and do nothing, has changed from 
fact to fantasy, if fact it ever was. 

Follows the logbook: 

January 12, 1948: Sapphire. We called 
her Sapphire because of the deep blue 
of her eyes, set in purest snow. I was re- 
turning home, laden with marketing 
bundles, in a sleet storm late that after- 
noon, when I heard a plaintive feline 
voice. And there at my feet stood Sap- 
phire, bedraggled, grimy, thin, obvious- 
ly pregnant, and pleading for assistance. 
There was only one thing to do. I added 
Sapphire to my marketing bundles and 
we buffeted our way home through wind 
and sleet. But home for me, unfortun- 
ately, could not be permanent home for 
Sapphire. My husband and I share a two- 
room apartment with two neuters and a 
Thomas. In such small quarters there is 
a limit, especially as Sapphire presented 
unmistakable evidence of her essential 
femininity. But what to do? Beneath 
the grime we could glimpse a coat of 
snow. And, oh, those eyes! And a second 
generation not too far away. Then there 
were her pathetic ears. Somewhere in 
her shrouded past, Sapphire had met 
with active cruelty. Someone—unthink- 
ing child or sadistic adult, who knows ?— 
had cut off the tips of her ears. The 
thickened scar tissue of the resulting 
deformity bore silent witness to this 
senseless desecration. My husband and I 
decided we must board her while we 
planned a happy future for her. Accord- 
ingly, we arranged hotel accomodations 
for her in our kindly veterinarian’s hos- 
pital. There she found the warmth, the 
food, the shelter she was seeking. There 
she could wait her time in peace. 

February 7, 1948: Sapphire’s babies 
born. Three males—one, solid white; 
two, red-and-white. The white kit lived 
only thirty hours. For some strange rea- 
son, Sapphire spurned it. She would not 
let it nurse; she even struck it savagely. 
The kindly doctor tried hot water bottles 
and medicine-dropper feeding. But to no 
avail. The red-and-white kits, however, 
Sapphire loved and cared for as every 
mother should. And now the problem of 
finding a permanent home. Apparently 
nobody wanted a little mother with two 
babies, even though she was, except for 
her man-made deformity, an excellent 
specimen of short-haired, blue-eyed 
white. In desperation, I wrote Miss Ida 
Mellen. And Miss Mellen turned out to 
be the fairy godmother in the story. 
From her wide acquaintance in the cat 
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world, she was able to put me in touch 
with a breeder of short-haired, blue-eyed 
whites who agreed to adopt the little 


family. This breeder was none other than 
the “kind lady” of the November, 1948, 
issue of Cats Magazine, Mrs. John S. 
Hunter. 

March 8, 1948: Sapphire and her 
babies went to their new home. And the 
story has the happiest of endings. Mrs. 
Hunter fell in love with Sapphire. Be- 
cause of the babies, she changed her 


name to Mommy. I had promised to find 
homes for the babies when they were 
weaned. But Mrs. Hunter grew so fond 
of them she could not part with them. 
They are now handsome neuters, named, 
respectively, Traxie (in jest for a mis- 
adventure of his in the Hunter coal bin, 
which gave him the temporary appear- 
ance of having come from the “wrong 
side of the railroad tracks”) and Jexie 
for yours truly). Because of her muti- 
lated ears Sapphire, or rather, Mommy, 
cannot be shown, but she may well have 
show-ring descendants. At the Empire 
Cat Club’s show of last December, how- 
ever, I had the pleasure of meeting 
Jexie. He was not in competition, of 
course, as his handsome red coat is 
adorned with white trimmings. But he 
was in Celebrity Row, next to another 
handsome red belonging to Lyle Van of 
radio fame. 

June and July, 1948: Whitey and 
Blackie. A family living a few doors from 
us moved, leaving a vacant house and, 
with singular lack of forethought or 
imagination, two male cats. They weren't 
show specimens. They were just two 
trusting cats with gentle dispositions and 
used to a home. We couldn’t repeat what 
we had done for Sapphire. We couldn't 
afford to. Her board and incidental ex- 
penses had come to some $75. But we 
could and did see that they had a good 
dinner‘ every night and a saucer of fresh 


water. Also it was warm weather, far too 
warm at times, as New York summers 
are. As the summer waned, a_kind- 


hearted family across the street returned 
from their vacation and took an interest 
in the little fellows. Before autumn ar- 
rived they adopted the pair, calling them 
Whitey and Blackie, Whitey, because, 
except for a few tiger patches, he was 
snowy; Blackie, because of his ebon 
coat, set off with white waistcoat, mit- 
tens and nose. The next winter Whitey 
picked up some poisoned food (there 
was a short, but disgraceful epidemic of 
animal poisoning in the neighborhood) 
and had to be sent to a peaceful rest. 
But Blackie is still thriving and enjoying 
life. The good people have even set a 
little hinged door in their basement 
window so that he can go out and come 
home as he pleases. 

March, 1949: Tiger and white female. 
Setting forth one sunny, blustery day in 
late March, I found her at the doorstep, 
painfully thin and crying piteously. I 
took her some food and, while she was 
cating it, telephoned some neighbors on 
the next street, who had lost a cat of her 
coloring. She turned out to be neither 
the same cat nor the same sex. But they 
took her in and gave her every chance. 
The poor little thing was too far gone, 
however. Even with veterinary care, she 


succombed before many days. The diag- 
nosis: anemia brought on by prolonged 
malnutrition. 

April, 1949: The Little Mother. We 
called her that because, although hardly 
more than a kitten herself, she soon gave 
evidence of approaching maternity. A 
dear little thing, prettily marked in tiger 
and white, she wandered up and down 
the block for more than a month. The 
weather was pleasant and we decided 
that she’d stand a better chance for a 
home if we fed her up. Early every 
evening I would take her a warm dinner 
and some milk. Invariably, she’d be 
waiting. She'd talk and thank me in the 
dearest way. As the weeks went by, i 
was a pleasure to watch her physical 
improvement. But likewise as the weeks 
went by, her time came _ inexorably

from a meagre diet that probably had 
amounted to no more than a fish head 
now and then and a bit of boiled rice.

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NEW JERSEY EXHIBITOR GETS EIGHT 
CROWNS TO SET RECORD

Second high point scorer of the Long Hair Division 
is Ch. Wilshire’s Myfawny of Allington (Imp.), a Blue 
female, owned by Mrs. Arvid H. Ohlin of Westerly, 
R. I. Second to Roose’s Charm is the Seal Point Siam- 
ese male H.R.H. of Ebon Mask, owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. Sven Nelson of Braintree, Mass. 

Aztec’s Belinda, a veteran All-American Silver Tab- 
by female, owned by Mrs. F. W. Freudenthal of Darien, 
Conn., was top-scorer among the Domestic (American) 
Short Hairs, with Laddy Boy of Cobourg, a Silver Tab- 
by male, owned by Miss Grace Hinchcliffe of Toronto, 
Canada second in contention and opposite to Belinda. 

A third of the winners of 1950 repeated their All- 
Eastern wins of last year. Five of these went on to 
capture 1949 All-American ranking. Only in the 
Foreign Short Hair Division was there a complete turn- 
over of titles. Aztec’s Belinda has won an All-Eastern 
title now for four straight years and shares with a 
Midwestern Smoke male, Jamsey Bear, the distinction 
of being the only two cats to make the select Sectional 
feline circle continuously since the rankings were 
originally launched in 1947. Belinda and Jamsey Bear 
qualify for 1950 All American and should either or 
both make the grade, will have established an unusual 
record that bids hard to duplicate. 

The 1950 All-Eastern selections reveal conclusively 
that Sectional title-holders from the year previous can 
hold their own in the show rings in all but the Foreign 
Short Hair Division, where a constannt turnover of 
entries each year is noted, plus the unusual large num- 
ber of entries in the Siamese classes. 

New York boasted the greatest number of exhibitors 
in the East during the past season with 214 entering 
cats in the shows. Massachusetts was second with 79; 
followed by Pennsylvania with 75; New Jersey 65; Con- 
necticut 30; New Hampshire 8; Rhode Island 3; Maine 
1; and Delaware and Vermont none. Throughout 
Canada there were 45 exhibitors, the majority being 
located in and around Toronto although no separate 
check was made by Provinces. There were a total of 
475 exhibitors in the East exclusive of Canada that 
entered more than 800 cats in exhibitions, all of which 
were rated for All-Eastern titles for 1950. 

In reference to the 1950 All-Eastern rankings, as 
well as those for the South, Midwest and Far West, the 
cats are selected by a mathematical system applied to 
the results of Cat Shows, officially sanctioned by cat 
registry associations. The selections are not made in 
the opinion of Cats Magazine and its publisher. The 
winning cats won their titles in competition against 
cats of their own breed, color and sex classifications 
through an accumulation of points. Additional or 
bonus points were added to these cats’ point totals 
when they won major awards such as Best Cat, Best 
Champion, Best Novice, Best Domestic, Best Foreign 
Short Hair and their opposites. 

If a Cat in the East, owned by an Easterner, failed

These are very high point-scoring vic- 
tories. She has also won many “Best 
Foreign Short Hair’ and “Best Champ- 
ion” titles. These are two extremely im- 
portant factors in annexing qualifying 
points. She competed in the Midwest, the 
East and the South, meeting all comers. 
She has been All-America several times 
in the past, and once was Cat of the 
Year Opposite Sex. 1950 point scoring 
surpassed the year she captured C-Y 
Opposite Sex.

months. This is truly a remarkable record 
and his owners are of the opinion (as is 
Cats Magazine) that Mischief’s accom- 
plishment is a WORLD RECORD. Mis- 
chief competed in the East, the South 
and the Midwest. His mistress won the 
title of Cat of the Year in 1949. His 
point-scoring is MORE than the point 
score accumulated by Grand Champion 
Felice of Nor-Mont, CY-49. That should 
give you something to think about. Mis- 
chief should cause you to hesitate before 
writing another contestant’s name down 
as your choice. 

Lavender Liberty Beau is a grand 
champion. He won his championship and 
grand chan:pionship during the one sea- 
son of competition. He competed only in 
the East and had several Solid Color 
Specialty shows to double his points. He 
was judged “Best Cat’’ at New York 
under the great English expert, Mrs. 
Joan Thompson, at the largest cat show 
held in the United States last year, and 
followed up this success with the same 
win in the Solid Color event at the same 
exhibition. On the way he captured 
additional points of “Best Champion”. 
How can you keep from naming him? 

If one of the three males win the 
coveted title of Cat of the Year, then 
will Lantara Gene be Best Opposite Cat 
of the Year? Could be. But you don’t 
know if Lantara Gene will not be Cat 
of the Year, thus shoving one of the 
three males over to Best Opposite Cat 
of the Year. All this is very confusing. 
Maybe Lantara Gene has not accumu- 
lated sufficient number of points to top 
the other three females. Let’s look at 
them. We do not know that none of these 
can win Cat of the Year. 

Champion Hollywood’s Tondelaya, a 
Siamese Seal Point female is opposite to 
Don Roberto in the Western Section. 
She is owned by Mrs. Frank Bjerring of 
North Hollywood, California. The Siam- 
ese competition is extremely strong in 
the West, both in numbers and in quality. 

Silver Moth’s Azure Angle, a Blue 
Persian female, owned by Mrs. Florence 
Kemmer of Bradenton, Florida is oppo- 
site to the South’s Mischief. She does 
not boast of being a champion, which, in 
reality has little effect on the annual 
rankings. 

Champion Chindwin’s Charm of Mill- 
brook, a Siamese Seal Point female, 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. W. R. Roose of 
Hamden, Connecticut, is opposite to 
Lavender Liberty Beau of the Eastern 
Section. Charm has compiled an enviable 
record that is truly startling, and com- 


peted in the East and South during the 
past season. 

The fourth possible title holder—and 
only if Lantara Gene captures Cat of the 
Year is her Midwest opposite. the Blue 
Persian male, Grand Champion Jubilee 
of Blulace of West Allis, owned by Mr. 
Lester O'Neill of Milwaukee, Wis. Jubi- 
lee scored an unusual large number of 
points at the start of the season but his 
activity ceased when his mistress launch- 
ed a career of judging. 

Well, there you have the candidates. 
All are potent contestants, worthy of any 
and all titles that can be given. It now 
remains only with the well-oiled cogs of 
the adding machine to determine the 
1950 All American Cat of the Year and 
the 1950 All American Opposite Sex 
Cat of the Year. 


Nevertheless it should be fun for you 
attempting to name these winners. There 
are fifty-six combinations to determine 
both winners. Only one of these com- 
binations is correct. What is your 


guess? The results will be published next 
month.

And 
was she appreciative of a pair of friendly 
arms! We taxied to Speyer. Miss Yates 
said she was dying, not of malnutrition, 
but of plain starvation. There was only 
one thing to do. But, before she went to 
her last long rest, she was given the joy 
of a real meal. 

July 25, 1949: Brown tabby male kit- 
ten, about four months. He was gay and 
friendly and _ trusting, but nobody 
wanted him. Again the Speyer and the 
kindly Miss Yates. And a few days later 
a happy home. 

July, 1949: Tommy. 
had been feeding Tommy. He was a 
handsome young tiger male. He had 
probably been turned out because he was 
beginning to grow up. As in the case of 
The Little Mother, we decided that his 
luck would be better if we built him up. 
But, once filled out and glossy, it was 
time he found a place he could call his 
own. We felt, however, that his chances 
would be better if he were already neu- 
tered.

delicate grace, she wandered up and 
down the block, claimed by nobody, 
wanted by nobody. When I took her to 
Speyer, Miss Yates hoped she could do 
something for her. But, as week followed 
week with no offer of adoption, there 
was eventually no alternative but a 
peaceful and permanent rest. Another 
tragedy of surplus feline population. 

October 22, 1949: Golden-eyed white 
female. Blue and white female kitten of 
some three months. Two destitute or- 
phans in a single day! I had been watch- 
ing the white grow progressively thinner 
for several weeks and finally managed to 
entice her into a kindly neighbor’s cellar 
where I gave her a good meal, planning 
to take her to Speyer after a necessary 
trip to the bank, some three quarters of 
a mile away. There I ran into the blue 
and white kitten being chased out of a 
restaurant. I picked her up and we in- 
quired at every store along that busy 
section. But nobody knew her and no- 
body wanted her. So that day two cats 
made the trip to Speyer. The baby was 
placed almost at once. Not so the golden- 
eyed white. But at least before she finally 
closed her eyes she knew a brief respite 
of warmth and food and freedom from 
terror. 

October 23, 1949: Odd-eyed white 
female. I had no sooner gotten those 
two tragic creatures to safety and shelter 
than a local storekeeper told me of an- 
other stray and starving feline to whom 
he occasionally threw scraps. When he 
told me I felt as if I could quite easily 
drop dead. Two cared for in one day. 
And now a third. However, she proved 
easier to rescue than her white “sister”. 
Her memories of home were not quite so 
far away. The kindly neighbor once 
more offered her cellar for the night. 
Next day the trip to Speyer. And this 
time the happy ending of a permanent 
home. 

December 1, 1949. Domino. I called 
her that because she was marked in dom- 
ino fashion. I’d kept my eye on her for a 
month or so and knew that she must be 
given shelter before the cold weather 
set in. Also before the arrival of possible 
kittens. Thin and dirty, she was never- 
theless singularly appealing. Miss Yates 
agreed with me. So Domino spent some 
time on Speyer’s Adoption Row. But to 
no avail. However, Miss Mellen com- 
fortingly pointed out to me, many hu-

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mans would wish for as peaceful an end- 
ing as Domino’s. 

December 21, 1949: Handsome brown 
tabby and white male. Homeless, tired 
and hungry, he wandered bewilderedly 
along the block just north of our house 
till I took him to Speyer where Miss 
Yates, bless her heart, found him an 
excellent home. 

February 25, 1950: Odd-eyed white 
female. Again on a marketing trip, I met 
her a few blocks from home. Grimy, thin 
and obviously ill, she was crying piteous- 
ly for assistance. Again, the pathetic 
gratitude when she found that, after 
all, somebody cared. Sick as she was, the 
little thing purred in my arms the length 
of our journey to Speyer. Miss Yates 
gave her one look and shook her head. 
The diagnosis: cat distemper. The out- 
come: permanent sleep. You may be sure 
I disinfected myself from head to foot 
before I touched our own three happy, 
well-fed boys. 

Such is the logbook! 

I'd like especially to point out that 
Speyer is one of the very few animal 
shelters (the A.S.P.C.A: in New York 
City is another) that really investigates 
prospective homes. 

An item of “unfinished business’ 
cently in a dismal section (warehouses, 
saloons, tenements, occasional little run- 
down shops) some three or four blocks 
southwest of our house I came across 
another forlorn white waif with golden 
eyes. I'll have to do something about 
him. But it will take a little time to win 
his confidence as he’s evidently been 
badly treated and is very timid. I did get 
him to speak to me, however, and the 
good old standby, the square meal, should 
bring him round eventually. He has

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HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 18 — EARLY EASTERN FIRSTS 


BY CHARLES A. KENNY

It has been written that the first cat 
show ever held in the world took place 
in the State of Maine in the early 
1860s. Who were the instigators of this 
event, where it was held and what was 
the outcome have never come to light. 
However, it has been accepted as a fact, 
and, until someone comes up with infor- 
mation, it must remain a deep, dark 
secret, which cannot be disputed. 

To England goes the credit of having 
the first formal cat show, which was held 
in the Crystal Palace, London in 1871 
under the direction of Harrison Weir, the 
“Father of the Cat Fancy”. 

But no less an authority than Frances 
Simpson, in her mammoth work, “THE 
BOOK OF THE CAT”, published in 
1903, by Cassel &. Co., Ltd., London, 
writes that “Maine had its cat shows 
long before we had.” 

Since those 1860 show days, Maine 
played one other important part in the 
development of the Cat Fancy in Ameri- 
ca. This State provided the majority of 
entries in the first formal cat show held 
in America, the event in New York 
City’s Madison Square Garden on May 
8, 1895. 

Most of the cats entered in this show 
were Maine Cats, consisting mostly of 
Brown Tabbies and Whites. But soon 
after this first show, somebody remarked 
that only cats imported from England 
were adaptable to the show ring. The 
statement became a fact in the opinion 
of the majority of the novice American 
exhibitors, and the State of Maine and 
her cats passed out of the picture. 

Maine today is lost to the Cat Fancy, 
Research reveals that Maine had never 
bothered with cat clubs and shows since 
those early ventures with her native stock. 

New Hampshire, Vermont and Dele- 
ware, like Maine, have failed to respond 
to the Cat Fancy. These States have 
never produced a club nor a show, al- 
though they may have had exhibitions 
similar to Maine during another era. 
Who knows? 

To determine the “firsts” of each of 
the Eastern States as far as cat clubs 
and cat clubs are concerned, is well 
neigh impossible to unearth. We know 
that the first club in the East (and still 
going strong) was the Atlantic Cat Club 
of New York City, founded in 1902. It 
was organized in conjunction with a cat 
show in January of that year. That same 
year Connecticut formed a cat club. The 
Boston Cat Club and the Philadelphia 
Cat Club were founded in 1905. 

Prior to the formation of these clubs, 
shows were held to create the initial 
interest for their establishment as early 
as 1895. 

The first specialty show held in Ameri- 
ca was that of the Silver Society, held in 
New York, January 16, 1912. Since the 
club was affiliated with both the Ameri- 
can Cat Association and the Cat Fan- 
ciers’ Association, it was a double, in 





that all entries were judged twice, once 
each under the rules of the respective 
registry associations. 

The Silver Society was founded in 
September 1910 in Toronto, Canada, 
during the Canadian National Fair Cat 
Exhibition. 

The first show held in Canada took 
place in Toronto in 1896 in conjunction 
with the Canadian National Exhibition. 
The second show was held there in 1903. 
The first cat club in the Dominion was 
the Canadian National Cat Club formed 
in conjunction with the National Exhibi- 
tion in 1905. 





SYRACUSE N. Y. HOLDS RECORD 
FOR ENTRIES IN A CAT SHOW 


Largest cat show on record was 
that staged by the Syracuse Cat Club 
at Syracuse, N. Y. on December 1-2-3, 
1908, where 330 entries were exhi- 
bited.
